Anarchists freed in bid 
to save Berlin candidate 


BERLIN. — The police bowed to 
terrorist demands and released four 
jailed anarchists in order to save 
the life of kidnapped mayoral can- 
didate Peter Lorenz — whose 
Christian Democrat Party won yes- 
terday’s West Berlin Government 
elections but failed to get an overall 
majority. 

Two men — Rolf Pohle, 32, and 
Rolf Heiasier, 26 — were released 
from different prisons in Bavaria 
and flown to Frankfurt Airport in 
helicopters. Two women — Verena 
Becker, 22, and Ingrid Siepmann, 30 
—. were flown out of West Berlin 
for Frankfurt in a French plane. 
The Berlin treaty limits access to 
the city’s airspace to the three 
Western allies of World War II. 

Once together, the four were to 
be given the chance to confer and 
then go on television to say whether 
or not they wanted to leave the 
country. The kidnappers ordered 
that the four be given ransom of 
$52,000 and that a Boeing 707 jet 
with a four-man crew be available 
to fiy them to an undisclosed loca- 
tion no later than 9 a.m. today.

Knesset ‘no’ to rise 


in TV, radio fees

‘The Knesset Finance Committee 
has refused to approve raising radio 
and televislon fees from IL150 to 
L250 a year, as requested by 
Broadcasting Authority Director- 
General Yitzhak Livni. The ma- 
jority of members felt that this 
would mean penalizing the 480,000 
honest citizens who pay the fee for 
the Authority's shortfall of income 
caused because of the estimated 
170,000 TV set owners who do not 
pay. The committee met in Tel Aviv 
on Friday arid will discuss the issue 
again at its next meeting. 

Several members said that the 
Broadcasting Authority is not doing 
enough to collect its fees. One mem- 
ber suggested that Authority officials 
be em) by law to confiscate 
TV and radio for which no fee has 
been paid, much the same way as 
cars parked illegally may be towed 
away by police. 

Broadcasting Authority chairman 
Waker Sytan said that the Au- 
thority’s combined deficit stands at 
TL4im He explained that much 
money could be saved by buying 
only imported programmes, “but 
then we would cease being an Is- 
raeli station.” Mr. Livni = that 
programmes imported from the U.S. 
cost from one tenth to one fiftieth 
the price of locally produced ones.

Hospital said 
responsible for 
body-snatching

Jerusalem's largest burial society, 
Kebilat Ye yesterday 
charged Sha'are Zedek Hospital 
with “serious administrative failure 
and breaking of the law” which re- 
sulted in Friday’s violent body- 
snatching scene δὲ. the hospital's 
morgue. 

In the incident the body of a 
62-year-old man was spirited away 
by students at a nearby Yeshiva 
who apparently did not know an 
autopsy had been approved by the 
family and by an ultra-orthodox 
Rabbi. Although it was returned, 
another group of zealots then 
amashed their way into the hospital 
in a vain attempt to seize it them- 
seives. 3 

Burial Society head Dov Shahor 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that he had sent a team bearing 
an official Health Ministry burial 
certificate signed by Sha'are Zedek 
doctors to collect the body. 

“Once we have a certificate, we 
are supposed to go on with the 
ritual of burial," he asserted. “But 
the morgue attendants said the body 
would be taken for autopsy.” 

After his team left, the body was 
snatched by students from the ultra- 
orthodox Beiz Yeshiva. The students, 
Mr. Shahor said, “have no con- 
nection whatever with the Burial 
Society." They returned it after 
nearly an hour of negotiations be- 
tween hospital director-general David 
Maeir and Belz rabbis. But shortly 
after that the second crowd of 
zealots crashed through the hospital 
gates. 

The second group of zealots were 
not, as reported on Sunday, mem- 
bers of the Public Committee for 
Human Sanctity. The Committee in 
fact heiped to disperse them. 

Meanwhile, the autopsy was per- 
formed, and the deceased was inter- 
red before Shabbat.

1,500 homes slated 
for Gaza in 1975 


Minister of Defence Shimon Peres 
yesterday briefed the Cabinet on 
this ministry's plans for improving 
the Hving conditions of the 175,000 
refugees in the Gaza Strip. 

On the agenda for 1975 are the 
construction of between 1,500 and 
2,000 housing units in new neigh- 
bourhoods, plus paving of new 
roads, improvement of old ones, 
setting up of marketplaces, expan- 
sion of the waterworks, installa- 
tion of electricity and improvement 
of sanitary conditions. 

These measures are interim steps 
pending the Ministry’s long-term 
plana to build 19 new projects in 
the Strip, each including public 
buildings, clinics, schools, parks and 
8 commercial centre. 

In a background report. the Min- 
istry states that Israel's policy of 
allowing the Gaza Strip refugees 
to move freely within Israel pro- 
per had led to full employment and 
thus a dramatic rise in income 
level. Goods previously regarded as 
rare luxuries, such as electric refri- 
gerators and television sets, are 
tow being purchased on a large 
scale, the report goes on, and nutri- 
tion and clothing standards ‘have 


improved markedly. 

Under Egyptian rule in the 
Strip, the refugees were not al 
ed to move about freely, had 
citizenship and their employn 
situation was disastrous. Untii 
the vast majority of the refu 
were unemployed, with most 
their needs supplied by Uni 
Those of the refugees who 
jobs earned extremely low w: 

Despite 1,500 new housing U 
which have already been constru' 
for refugees over the past ¢ 
years, the camps are still o 
crowded, and services far from 
tisfactory, the report notes. It 5: 
a comprehensive solution to 
housing problem in the Strip w 
require allocation of funds "Ὁ! 
scale far beyond the sums it 
possible to allocate today.” 

In the meantime, most of 
existing camps have been Jinked 
the electricity grid and central 
supplies, and drainage and ligh 
have been installed.

LONDON (UPI). — London trans-

Police said yesterday 26 bodies 
have been recovered from the 
tangled wreckage, and there are be- 
Heved to be between four and 16 
more bodes pinned in the shattered 
front car. Forty-one of the 100 per- 
sons injured are still in hospital 
and three of them are in intensive 
care units, a hospital spokesman 
said, 

The commuter train crashed at 
speed through buffers at Moorgate 
station, 50 feet below Central Lon- 
don, on Friday morning and piled 
up inside a dead-end tunnel. The 
force of the impact against the end 
of the tunnel forced the back of the 
first car under the second car, end 
the third piled up on top of the 
second. 

London's previous worst subway 
crash in 1953 claimed 12 lives.

Will North Sea oil

LONDON (AP). — After the Arab 
oil embargo of 1973-74, Briain 
turned to the North Sea, where 
there ts enough of to take care 
of its own needs and ἴο sell 
abroad.

The aim is to maintain 
the country’s reserves of gold and 
foreign currency intact at around 
$6 dition, while abroad 
to fimance a record $42 billion 
foreign trade deficit unt the full 
flood of oil is due in the early 
1980s. In theory, oll profits will 
pay back the loans. 

But a worid giut of oil, caused 
by sharply higher prices, the devel- 
opment of alternative sources of 
energy, efforts to curtail the use 
of ofl and the generally mild 
winter, is the biggest single menace 
to Erttain’s major asset on which 


both the last Conservative govern- . 


ment and the present Labour gov- 
ernment have staked the nation's 
economic hopes for the future. 

By the time British of comes 
im from the North Sea, the price 
could be too fow to pay off ail 
the debt. 

North Sea oil is relatively ex- 
pensive to drill because of 
temperatures, winds up to 90 miles 
an hour, waves 60 feet and higher 
and deptis of hundreds of feet. 
Middle East desert sands are far 
easier and cheaper to tap for oil. 
So the Arabs can afford to sell 
their oil cheaper than Britain's. 

Equipment delays, labour troubles 
and uncertainty over the govern- 
ment's nationatization and taxation 
plans have combined to delay the 
flow of ofl by months. 

Three fields, Hamilton Brothers’ 
Argyle well, Shell Oil's Auk and 
British Petroleum’s Brent, are due 
to go into production this year to 
bring ashore an estimated 20,000 
barrels a day.
